Alix, Sept. 1. — Contractor 
Murray whois engaged in rail- 
way work on the Grend Trunk, 
was killed by one of his employees 
last night. The murderer, whose 
name is unknown, left for the 
south immediately,and is now be- 
ing pursued by five policemen. 

The dead man was a member of 
the firm of Holmes, Sharkey and 
Murray who had aten - mile sub- 
contract under George Webster.

BRITISH INVESTORS’. 
INTEREST IN CANADA. 


In the seven months ending 
with July, 127,285 immigrants 
entered’ this country from the 
United Kingdom. Of these less 
than 70,000 came to the Prairie 
Provinces. The figures compiled 
by Mr. J. Bruce Walker, Com- 
missioner of Immigration, show 
that 59;790 people from the Brit- 
ish Isles came into the: Canadian 
Westin the first six months of 
the calendar year. This would 
not be greatly increased by the 
arrivals in July, as in that month 
immigration from Transatlantic 
countries is not usually large and 
the people who then come are not 
as arule bound for the West. 

Of the British who come to tha 
Canadian West it is hoped that 
the great majority settle on the 
nd. It was not so a few years 
ago. Most of the British immi- 
grants of that time were town 
dwellers, and their numbers went 
to swell the population of Wes- 
tern towns and cities., The visit 
of the Scottish Agricultural Com- 
missioners to Canada some years 
ago was of undoubted benefit to 
the country, more subatantial 
farmers in the lowlands of Scot- 
land and in the north of Eng- 
land having been influenced by 
the commissioners’ report to try 
their fortune here. The invest- 
ment of British money in this 
country has also been a stimulus 
to the movement of British emi- 
gration in the direction of Cana- 
da. In recent years as much as 
$200,000,000 annually has been 
drawn from the United Kingdom 
to this country by the issue there 
of various classes of Canadian 
securities. As the bonds and 
shares of our railway and indus- 
trial corporations and the deben- 
tures of our municipalities be- 
come diffused in British invest- 
ment circles through the agency 
of underwriters, the number of 
British people having a stake in 
this country and a consequent 
interest in speaking well of it 
keeps on increasing. The more 
capital that Canada draws from 
the United Kingdom, the more 
will the number of Canada’s 
friends there continue to multi- 
ply.. There is scarcely a British 
neighborhood nowadays in which 
holders of Canadian securities 
are not to be found. These may 
not always be voluble in their 
praise of Canada, but what they 
have to say about it will genner- 
ally be favorable. Many an in- 
tending emigrant from the British 
Isles has had his steps turned 
towards Canada by some thrifty 
or wealthy neighbor’s expressions 
of confidence in this country’s 
resources. 

The British investor in Canada 
advises people to come here, 
first, because he himself is a be- 
liever in Canada; second,because 
5|he naturally wants to build up a 
country in which he himself has 
made a capital venture. Thus 
Canada’s interests are being 
doubly promoted by a very solid 
class of British people. The men 
who come here at the suggestion 
of the men who have invested 
here are themselves likely to be 
, | persons of worth.

Calgary, Aug. 29.—Highty- 
three delegates, representing the 
constituency, were present tonight 
at a convention to nominate a 
candidate for the Gleichen riding 
in the provincial legislature. The

of Langdon, were placed before 
the convention. On the first 
ballot McArthur received 62 
votes and Cowan 21, and the 
nomination of McArthur was 
afterwards made unanimous, 

EK. H. Riley, ex-M.P.P., was 
not present and his name was 
not mentioned by the convention 
during the entire evening. 

In accepting the nomination 
Mr. McArthur expressed his full- 
est confidence in the Sifton gov- 
ernment, and said it would be a 
mistake if Gleichen did not elect 
a supporter of the government.

Cancer May Be Conquered. 


San Francisco, Aug. 80. — 
Cancer, the disease which has 
baffled medical science for years, 
may be conquered at last. Dr. P. 
K. Gilman of Oakland, professor 
of surgery in Philippine Medical 
sehool and surgeon in chief of the 
Philippine general hospital in 
Manila, believes he has discover- 
ed a vacoine which will stop the 
ravages of the dread diseaée. 

With. this vaccine Dr. Gilman 
has cured 20 cases in Manila. In 
his laboratory there he has been 
working for three years on his 
discovery and is now prepared to 
give to the world the fuirt of his 
labors. He has prepared an article 
for publication in the Journal of 
Science, medical and scientific 
review published by the Bureau of 
Science of the United States, in 
which the details of this cure will 
be made public. 

Dr. Gilman has been asked to 
demonstrate his discovery before 
the royal California institute of 
Havana. He has been in com- 
munication with Dr. Eimon Flex- 
ner, directer of the Rockefeller 
institute in New York city, which 
was established for the study and 
cure of cancer, and Dr.’ Flexner 
is greatly interested in the dis- 
covery. 

In perfecting this vaccine Dr. 
Gilman was assisted by Dr. A. F. 
Coca, pathologist in the Bureau 
of Science at Manila. Vacvine 
has never been resorted to before 
surgery and electricity being the 
only known methods curing the 
disease. 

Dr. Gilman was born in Oakland 
and was graduated from the Oak- 
land public schools. He received a 
degree from Leland Stanford un- 


iversity in 1901 and finished a|’ 


three - years’ course at Johns 
Hopkins in 1905. He turned to his 
home in Oakland on board trans- 
port Lozan a week ago, on a six- 
months leave of absence. 


Terrible Death in Machinery.

It is impossible to 
produce ‘beef economically from cattle 
of the dairy type, or even from cattle 
that possess any considerable amount 
of this blood.’ ‘To produce an animal 
‘of beef type it is necessary to use the 
beef breeds of cuttie, such as_ the 
Shorthorns, ~Her: fords, Aberdeen- 
Angus and Galloways. Cattle of. this 
breeding put on flesh very “much more 
rapidly and of a better quality.~- 

- A beef animal could be described 
in a general way os a low down com- 
puct blocky animal.

spring of ribs, heavy full thighs. He 
must have a pliable mellow skin, for 
this quality indicates a good. fleshing 
tendency. : :

ing faculties in connection with its 
statements and prophecies. As a con- 
sequence, while others are falling from 
the faith—some into infidelity styled 
Higher Criticism and Evolution; oth- 
ers into fanciful wrestings of the 
Word of God—we are coming to ap- 
preciate. the Bible as the most safe 
and sane Book in the world. Corre- 
spondingly our faith in God increases 
—faith in his Wisdom, Justice, Love 


and Power to accomplish all the good. 


purposes which he purposed in him. 
self before the creation of our race. 
Correspondingly, too, we are coming 
to appreciate more than ever the value 
of the great Redeemer and of. the 
great sacrifice ‘for sin which he ac- 
complished at Calvary.

sin and death conditions, to human 
perfection and Paradise restored. 
No Bible topic requires more care 
ful discrimination in its study than 
does the subject of death. This is 
mainly because of the general confu- 
sion of mind which came upon Chris 
tendom during the long centuries ot 
the Church’s comparative darknesa, 
when. Bibles (the Lamp of God ‘upon 
the Christian’s path) were scarce, ani 


| when few could read the truths of 


priceless value, that were chained to 
lecterns. In consequence of this con- 
fusion we hear intelligent people talk 
ignorantly and stupidly respecting 
death. They’ make confusion worse 
confounded by telling us‘ of Adam’: 
spiritual death and discussing ‘“‘nat- 
ural’”’ death and “‘the death that never 
dies,”’ ete., ete. f 

To get the Bible view of death we 
need to brush away such foolish bab- 
blings and confine ourselves to Bib!- 
language and the rational thought 
connected therewith. For instance. 
according to the Bible, there is n> 
“natural death’’—it is not natural for 
man to.die. It is according to the 
Bible arrangement and man’s nature 
that he should live—live eternally, as 
do the angels, if obedient to the Di. 
vine commands. Death, therefore, is 
the unnatural thing! Do we think ot 
angels as dying, and of heaven az 
filled with cemeteries? Have they doc- 
tors and undertakers there? Surely 
not! Yet it would be just as proper 
to speak of natural death amongst 
the angels as in respect to men. 

The term sp:ritual death so fre- 
quently used respecting Adam and his 
fall is wholly -nscriptural. No such 


| expression is found in the Bible; nei- 


ther such a thought. Adam could not 
die a spiritual death, because he was 
not a spirit being. He was an earthly 
being—not an angel, but a man. As 
the Scriptures declare of Adam, 
“Thou madest him a little lower than 
the angels; and crownert him with 
glory and honor, and didst set him 


i over the works of thy hands”; ‘‘over 


the beasts of the field, the fish of the 
sea and the fowl of the air” (Hebrews 
ii, 7; Psalm viii, 5, 6). 

It is, therefore, absurd for us to 
continue longer to speak of Adam dy- 
ing a spiritual death, while elma ittiis 

t 
was simply the man Adam that died. 
His death, however, did include the 
gradual processes of decay, and affect- 
ed not only his bones and muscles, 
but also his brains—his every mental 
and moral quality. The sentence, “Dy- 
ing, thou shalt die,” took hold of him 
as an entirety; hence we find, as the 
Scriptures declare, that there is ‘‘none 
righteous; no, not one’’—none mental. 
ly, morally or physically right. All 
have sinned. All come short of the 
glory of God in which Adam was cre- 


- ated. From the moment of disobedi- 


ence and Divine condemnation Adam 
and his race have been judicially dead 
and gradually going down, down. 


1. down, in degradation and into the 


tomb. 

Speaking of the dying race from the 
judicial standpoint our Saviour called 
them all dead. He declared that none 
has even a reckoned life, except such 
‘as by faith accepted him as their 
,Lite-giver—Saviour.” His words are, 
("¥7@ that hath the Son hath life; he 
that hath not the Son shall not see 
‘fe; but the wrath of God abideth on 
‘him’ (John iii, 86). Speaking to one 
who believed on him the Saviour said, 
“Let the dead bury their dead”; go 
thou and preach the Gospel (Matthew 
viii, 22). From the right standpoint 
his meaning is evident. )Let the dead, 
the condemned and legally dead 
world, look out for its own affairs. 
You become one of my followers and 
carry my message of life and hope to 
aus many as have ears to hear! 

Thus the whole world of mankind 
through heredity, through inherited

God can offer—namely, ‘perfection.and, 
obedience to the Divine standards. | 

Jesus’ preached ‘the Gospel: amongst 
those judicially dead. through  tres- 
pusses ‘and sins. A few had-the hear- 
ing ear and accepted the good message 
and gave their bearts to God and .ac- 
cepted thé terms of discipleship—to 
walk in the -Master’s ‘footsteps in the 
narrow way faithfully’ ugto death— 

willingly offering, sacrificially; : their 
little all in the service of God, his 
Truth, his righteousness, his. people. 
These few, as we have seen, the Sav- 
iour recognizes as having life—as hav 
‘ing “passed from death unto life” 
(John v, 24); nevertheless their 
change was only a legal one. -. Actual 
ly, according to the flesh, they were 
still. imperfect, fallen, dying. But by 
Divine arrangement their new minds 
their new wills, were accepted of God 
jin Christ and their flesh ignored a: 
| dead, and they were begotten by God 
tof the Holy Spirit as New Creatures 
‘and became sons of God. As sons 
they were free from all the previou: 

condemnation that came upon them a. 
members of Adam’s_ race — freed 
through the imputation of the merit of 
the Redeemer’s sacrifice applied on 
their behalf. Thus they attained the 

liberty of the sons of God—freedom 
from sin-condemnation. So we reaJ 

nf them: ah 

“He came unto .=his own (nation— 
Jews) and his own received him not; 

but to as many as received him, to 
them gave he power (liberty, | privi- 
Jege) to become sons of God even to 
them that believe on his name (his 
greatness as’ Messiah), who were be. 
gotten not of the will of the flesh, nor 
of man, but of God”’ (John i, 13). 

A similar procedure-has been in pr> 
‘gress throughout all this Gospel Age 

from Pentecost’ until now amongst 
the-world of mankind judicially dead 
It has reached a considerable’ num- 
ber; but not many great, however, not 
many wise, not many rich, not many 
noble, not many learned, chiefly the 
poor of this world and the mean 
things, the ignoble things (I. Corin- 
thians i, 26-28), . 

While speaking of believers begot- 

ten of the Holy Spirit and New Crea 
tures in Christ Jesus as having paas- 
ed from death unto life, the Bible, 
with equal explicitness, tells us that 
the resurrection of the mind, the will 
of the New Creature, is not the coin. 
pletion of his salvation. He has re 
ceived a great blessing, a great salva 
tion, but what he now enjoys is mere 
ly a fore-taste, an “earnest,” or hand- 
payment of the great blessing which 
he will receive eventually, if faithfu: 
to his Covenant unto death.” The 
fruition of the hopes of the New Crea 
tion will be attained in the end ot 
this Age at the Second Coming of the 
Redeemer, when he comes to set uy. 
his Kingdom in power and great.glory 
‘for the blessing ‘and salvation of the 
world, when “every knee shall -bow 
and every tongue confess” (Psalm vl 
23). The Scriptures point the New 
Creation, the ‘Body of Christ; the 
“saints,” the Church, to that illus- 
trious day as the time when they 
shall experience their glorious change 
from earthly to heavenly conditions— 
when in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye the resurrection power will 
lift them wholly out of earthly ‘con- 
ditions to the perfection of the ‘“‘Di- 
vine Nature.’” 

Describing this ‘‘First Resurrec- 
tion” of the saints the Apostle says, 
“It is sown in dishonor, it is raised in 
glory; it is sown in weakness, it is 
raised in power; it is sown a natura! 
body, it is raised a spiritual body” 
(I. Corinthians xv, 43, 44). Respect- 
ing this glorious consummation of the 
hopes of the Church, the Apostle de- 
clares it to be the end of our faith, 
the salvation of our souls—‘‘the grace 
(salvation) that shall be brought unte 
you at the revelation of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ” (I. Peter 
i, 13). For that glorious time the 
Lord’s people are to wait patiently, 
realizing that, as New Creatures, they 
are being tested by the weaknesses 
and frailties of their old bodies reck- 
oned dead. They are to show their 
loyalty to God by lighting a good fight 
against the weaknesses of the flesh, 
against the allurements of the world 
and the snares of the Adversary. 

Consider now, in the light of the 
foregoing, the meaning of St. Peter’s 
words used as our text. We perceive 
how the Gospel message from first to 
last has been preached to a dead 
world—to a world under sentence ot 
death—tv a world dead in trespasses 
and in sin and anworthy of Divine 
notice. The message has not gona 
forth to every creature yet. The Di- 
vine promise is that eventually every 
eye shall see and every ear shall be 
unstopped, and then “‘the knowledge 
of the Lord shall fill the whole earth” 
and ‘‘every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess.” But that will be dur- 
ing Messiah’s Kingdom of righteous- 
ness, which will last for a thousand 
years for the world’s uplifting. That 
time has not yet come; hence that 
glorious message which all must hear 
and those glorious sights which all 
must see and all confess are not yet 


tevealed. As yet the message can be 
appreciated only by a comparatively 
small proportion of our race, even az 
many as the Lord our God shall call. 
The Redeemer says that they’ must 
‘ot only be thus “‘called of God,’’ but 
that they must be “drawn” by him, 
in order to be blessed during this 
Age. He says, No man can come unto 
me, except:the Father which sent me 
draw him, and he that cometh unto 
me (thus drawn) I will in no wise re- 
ject (John vi, 44, 37). For these few 
of the dead world the Gospel in the 
present time is intended. No other: 
have the ear to hear. But while those 
who ‘hear are few in comparison to 


the millions of the world who do not j 


hear, nevertheless they are many in 
comparison to the still fewer who ac- 
cept the call under the conditions ani 
‘imitations of the narrow way of self 
sacrifice. ‘‘Many are called, but few 
chosen” to this high calling of joint 
heirship with the Redeemer in his 
Kingdom. 

By and by when all eyes and ears ot 
understanding shall be opened and the 
blessing of the Lord through Messia' 
shall be world-wide, it will not be 
merely a calling to righteousness that 
will be extended. A command will be 
enforced’ by disciplines, ‘“‘stripes,”’ 
“correctiona in righteousness,” to the 


intent thatthe .“‘dead”. world ‘in gen- 


‘eral’ may be blessed and be resurrected 


—lifted_up, up, up, out of sin ‘and 
death conditions to the: human per- 
fection bestowed upon Adafn and his 
race in creation.. Only the unwillin 
and disobedient’ will die the Secon 
Death, from which there will be no re- 
demption, no recovery. 

; Those. who hear the Gospel.and ac 
cept its terms of consecration unto 
death of the flesh and:are ‘begotten of 
the Holy. Spirit »as| New. ‘Creatures, 
“‘partakers of the divine nature,” have 
so to speak, a dual existence from the 
time of their, begettal of the Spirit. 
From God’s standpoint they are ‘New 
Creatures begotten to the divine na- 
ture, which, if faithful, they will fully 
obtain in the ‘‘First’ Resurrection.” 
Yet according to all worldly concept 
of the matter they are still human -be- 
ings, very much ‘the same as they were 
prior to:'the ‘consecration and. Spirit 
begetting. The: world may, indeed, 
see certain changes more or less radi- 
eal in their conduct and words, but, 
like as not, these will appear to the 
‘worldly’ merely as. fads,’ fancies, ec- 
centricifies.. Perhaps, indeed, a3 in 
the case of St. Paul, they may be 
considered as ‘‘besides themselves”— 
‘mad. Hence, as the Apostle declares 
“The world knoweth us not, even as 
it knew him not’’ (I. John iii, 1). The 
world did not know Jesus to be be- 
gotten of the Holy Spirit, the Son 
of the Highest, ete., nor does the 
world yet know that he is highly ex- 
alted at the father’s Right Hand. So 
also it is with the followers of Jesus. 
They similarly: have received a Spirit 
begetting and, similarly, in due time. 
are to experience the glorious change 
of the “First Kesurrection’” and be 
perfected on the new plane of the 
divine nature. ; ~ 

Note again the Apostle’s words re 
specting these Spirit-begotten follow. 
ers of Jesus, the “‘little flock,’’ who 
walk in his footsteps of self-sacrifice. 
He says that these will be judged ac- 
cording to men in the flesh, but ac- 
cording to God in the Spirit. Men 
not knowing us us New Creatures in 
Christ may think of us and approve 
or condemn as they would think of 
and approve or condemn others—ac- 
cording to the flesh. The world will 
not see that in these New Creatures 
there is a battle in progress—the New 
Creature seeking to conquer the flesh 
and to bring it into subjection to the 
Divine will, but not always able to 
do so. 

All we can do is to do our best, whe- 
ther our best shail be as good as or 
better than that of our fellow-crea- 
tures who are not Spirit-begotten, but 
who may be less depraved by nature 
—nobler by heredity. Our consolation 
as New Creatures is that we are not 
to be judged by human judgment, but 
by him who called us and drew us 
to himself, who sanctified us through 
the blood of the Cross, and who be- 
gat us with his own Holy Spirit to his 
own divine nature. He will judge 
us according to the spirit—according 
to our minds, accurding to our inten- 
tions, according to our efforts. To 
the faitisful who at heart are overcom 
ers the Lord eventually will say, 
“Well done, thou good and faithtul 
servant! Enter into the jor of thy 
Lord. Thou hast been fa‘:nful over 
a few things; I will make thee ruler 
over many things’’ (Matthew xxv, 21).

Population, 


‘The next census of Canada will 


Special attention given to all branches of| be taken under date of June 1st, 


1911, and will embrace the sub- 
jects of population, mortality, 
agriculture, manufactures, min- 
erals, fisheries and. dairy pro- 
ducts. . 
Population will be recorded un- 
der the heads of residence and 
personal description; citizenship, 
nationality and religion; profes- 
sion, occupation and trade, or 
means of living; wage-earnings 
and‘ insurance; education and 
language spoken, and infirmities. 
Every person living on June 
1st will be entered on the sched- 
ule of population by name, as 
member of a family, institution 
household, together with place of 
habitation, sex, relationship to 
head of the family or household, 
and whether single, married, 
widowed, divorced or legally 
separated. The month of birth, 
year of birth, and age at last 
birthday will also be recorded. 
Entries wiil be made for each 
person to show the country or 
place of birth, year of immigra- 
tion to Canada if born elsewhere, 
year of naturalization if formerly 
an alien, and also racial or tribal 
otigin, nationality and religion. 
Every person-of alien birth who 
has become a naturalized citizen 
is a Canadian by nationality; 
and every British subject with 
residence in Canada, as well as 
every native of Canada who has 
acquired citizenship by birth or 
naturalization, is also a Cana- 
dian by nationality. But there is 
no Canadian by racial or tribal 
origin, unless the Indians are so 
counted. 
very person having an occu- 
pation or trade will be entered for 
it, butif employed in the census 
year at some other occupation 
for part or whole time he will be 
so recorded also. If the person is 
working on own account, the 
entry wili be eo made. An entry 
is also required to be made show- 
ing where the person is empluy- 
ed, as on farm, in woclen mlll, at 
foundry shop, in drug store, etc. 
Wage-earners are entered to 
show the number of weeks em- 
ployed in 1610 at chief occupation 
or trade; at other than chief 
occupation if any; the hours, of 
working time per week at chief 
occupation, or at othor occupation 
if any; the total earnings in 1910 
at chief occupation; the total 
earnings at other than chief 
occupation; and the rate per hour 
when employed by the hour. 
Iintries are required to be made 
for. each person showing the: 
amount of insurance held at date 
of the census upon life, as well 


as against accident or siskness, : 


toguther with the cost of such in- 
surance in the census year. 

Under the heading of edu- 
cation and language records will 
be taken for every person of five 
years of age and over showing 
the number of months at school 
in 1910, and if the person can 
read and write, and the language 
commonly spoken by each per- 
son. The cost of education in 
1910 for persons over 16 years of 
age at college, convent or 
university is also called for. 

The last question on the sched- 
ule of population relates to infir- 
mities. It calls for a record of 
each person having an infirmity. 
If blind, deaf and dumb, crazy or 
lunatic, idiotic or silly, a record 
thereof will be made in the 
proper column, and the age at 
which the infirmity appeared is 
requircu to be specified.

The citizens of Stettler are very 
much pleased at the announce- 
ment that the surveyors on the 
Brazeau branch of the C.N.R. 
have been ordered to discontinue 
work on the proposed route to 
Stewartwyn, and locate the line 
to run within a short distance of 
the town. 

The above statement was made 
to the Albertan. last night by 
Alderman Geo. C. Bentley of 
Stettler, who is in city on a 
business visit. 

_Mr. Bentley stated that a tele- 
gram was received in Stettler on 
Tuesday night from R. L. Shaw, 
M.P.P., stating further that in a 
conference with William MacKen- 
zie, president of the C.N.R., the 
latter had agreed that the junc- 
tion would not be more than a 
mile and a half from the Stettler. 
depot and. that all trains would 
run into Stettler and be operated 
from that point. The original in- 
tention was to have the junction 
point four and a half miles south 
of Stettler and the right-ofway 
was purchased and considerable 
grading work done. 

Mr. Bentley is of the opinion 
that this action was taken by the 
railway company with a view to 
prevent an appeal'to the railway 
commission, at the sitting this 
month in Calgary. 

The company evidently con- 
siders that it will have a big 
fight with the city of Calgary in 
regard to level crossings in 
obtaining entrance to the city. 
and do not wish to antagonize 
the smaller towns. 

’ Whatever is its reason,’’ said 
Mr. Bentley, ‘‘we have got 
almost all we asked for, although 
it might have been better if the 
junction had been right in the 
town. 

“There has been farm property 
changing hands recently in the 
Stettler district,’’ he reported, 
‘Sand we have a large number of 
prosperous settlers from Iowa and 
Wisconsin this summer. Both 
the town and district business 
promises to be good during the 
coming fall and winter.”
